One of tho important tasks new being performed by our fed­ 
eral government, of which little has been said in the public press, 
is that of teaching men and women how to earn a living. 
The 
Federal Board for Vocational Education is the agency charged 
with this duty, and its student body comprises 306,224 part time 
and continuation school pupils, scattered through each of the 48 
states. 
For many years educators have experimented with industrial 
instruction. 
The entrance of the government into this field 
through the legislation of 1017 has definitely established indus­ 
trial education as an integral part of our school system. Through 
annual grants, apportioned through the federal board among the 
states, vocational education is new taking on a rh omen turn even 
beyond the hopes of its pioneers. 
These grants for the current 
year equal $4,120,832. 
As every state or local board is required 
to match the federal grant on a fifty-fifty basis,- the total expended 
on public voca tional education for rho cir rent year is more than 
double this figure. 
% 
The state vocational boards, which arc organized in each state 
to cooperate with the federal board, look after the direct work of 
instruction. The function of the federal board is supervisory. To 
coordinate and standardize the vocational schools in each state, 
minimum requirements are laid down by the federal board as a 
condition for the receipt of funds. Frequent conferences are held 
by the board, in which practical problems are discussed. Research 
work is carried on by the federal staff, and bulletins and trade 
surveys are published.
